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Marauding Dogs I relke-0,1 And 
Running, Enters 


Two Primaries 
Countys Ranchers 


Muir Beach 
Area Stock 
Losses Told 


Marauding dogs—apparently li­ 
censed house pets—have been 
mutilating livestock in the Muir 
Beach area. A gradually worsening 
situation was described today by 
ranchers and county authorities. 
Two dogs, shot while tearing the 
ears off a cow, were traced by their 
license tags to Homestead area 
homes. Their owners were shocked 
to learn the dogs, gentle with 
children, were found so far from 
home. 
Another dog was shot Tuesday 
on the Joe C. Santos ranch as the 
animal was tearing at a cow’s 
ears. The untagged dog, wearing 
a flea collar, was described as a 
mixed Australian shepherd and 
terrier with spotted markings. 
SINGLE NEIGHBORHOOD 
O the five animals caught in 
the act, four were traced to a 
single neighborhood some four 
miles from the ranches, according 
to Mrs. Ned Bryant of the Marin 
County Humane Society. 
They 
came from Ferndale avenue, Todd 
way and Madrone Park homes. 
A Humane Society agent on his 
way to the Santos ranch Tuesday 
picked up two dogs headed for the 
ranch. He notified the owners who 
were “completely shocked” to learn 
their animals were so far from 
home. 
Since March 31, the livestock toll 
has risen sharply. 
G e o r g e Wheelwright, Muir 
Beach rancher, had to have one 
of his own dogs destroyed because 
of its attacks on a neighbor’s 
stock. 
SHOT TWO DOGS 
Wheelwright has also suffered 
losses. This year, two cows have 
had their ears torn off. Last year, 
one cow was chased until she 
aborted, another was attacked

while calving and a calf was so 
injured it died. 
Last Tuesday Wheelwright shot 
two dogs as they were hanging on 
the ears of a cow. 
Losses have occurred in a tri­ 
angle bounded by Panoramic 
highway, Muir Woods road and 
Green Gulch on Wheelwright’s 
ranch. 
Other ranchers’ loases are: Man­ 
uel Brazil, nine sheep dead and 
three cows with ears torn off; 
Tony Brazil, three cows with ears 
off; Santos, two sheep expected 


to die, one cow with ears off; Joe 
Ponte, 18 goats dead, and Jim 
Dias, nine cows dead in the year 
before he sold his herd. 
The dogs apparently run in pairs 
or packs, and one dog may bring 
innocents into the game. 
Not only large dogs are at fault. 
County Agricultural Commissioner 
Thomas Peryam reports one dog 
caught marauding at Pt. Reyes 
had been traced to the Sonoma 
County border, 15 or 20 miles away. 
He said one pack was led by a 
cocker spaniel. 
Free Fire Service 
Ends In Larkspur 


Larkspur’s Volunteer Fire De­ 
partment—which hasn’t cost Lark­ 
spur residents one penny during 
the past 47 years—obtained its 
first subsidy from the city last 
night. 
Councilmen unanimously voted 
to hire the fire department’s two 
paid employees as temporary city 
employees at the present salary 
rate, effective today. The transfer­ 
ring of Fire Chief John Raggio 
and Asst. Chief George Bartram 
to the city payroll amounts to a 
subsidy of approximately $9,000 
per year. 
Decision to ask the city for fi­ 
nancial support came from the 
volunteer firemen’s organization, 
headed by Warren Mistron. The 
organization was faced with pro­ 
viding Larkspur with fire protec­ 
tion services at a cost of about 


$22,000 per year, with the amount 
of funds gradually decreasing. 
Since the department was or­ 
ganized in 1906, funds to maintain 
the department and build the fire- 
house have been raised by holding 
summer Saturday night dances in 
the Rost Bowl, outdoor pavilion. 
A decline in attendance at the 
dances has meant a lack of funds 
available to maintain the high 
caliber of fire protection service. 
The volunteers are striving to 
increase attendance at the dances 
this summer. As an attempt to 
increase revenues, they have filed 
an application with the Board of 
Equalization for a seasonal liquor 
license. 
Until today, Larkspur’s fire de­ 
partment was the only one in Cal­ 
ifornia to offer free fire protec­ 
tion to city residents.

Laid To Bad Weather 


Odd as it seems, the extreme 
bad weather in Marin during the 
first two months of 1956 was cred­ 
ited as the reason there were no 
fatal traffic accidents in the coun­ 
ty during that time. 
"The accidents are happening 
during good weather when the 
roads and highways are in good 
condition,” Capt. T. F. Parnow, 
commanding officer of the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol squad In 
Marin, said today. 
During corresponding periods in 
previous years, Marin had four 
traffic deaths in 1955, two deaths 
in 1954, three deaths in 1953 and 
seven deaths in 1952. 
“It is ridiculous,” Parnow ob­ 
served. "You’d think there’d be 
more accidents in bad weather. 
We’d like the people to drive with

the same care and courtesy they 
do in bad weather. 
“We had an encouraging de­ 
crease in injury and fatal acci­ 
dents during the bad weather," 
Parnow continued. “But early in 
February, when we had some good 
weather, people started to drive 
with reckless abandon and there 
was a sharp increase in accidents.” 
He said there has also been an 
Increase In drunk driving, both 
misdemeanor and felony. (Felony 
drunk driving Involves an accident 
in which someone is injured or 
killed.) 
But despite Marin’s “clean" rec­ 
ord so far this year, Parnow said 
there is an element of luck in­ 
volved. He cited the instance on 
Feb. 11 when 21-year-old airman 
Luther Fletcher of Hamilton Air 
Force Base escaped death as he 
was thrown from his car, then run 
over by another on Highway 101 
near Black Point cutoff. Fletcher 
was seriously injured. 
While there is more traffic on 
the highways this year compared 
with last year, the accident picture 
does not follow the expected pat­ 
tern, despite the fact that the in­ 
crease in traffic was accompanied 
by an increase in the total num­ 
ber of accidents. 
Four were killed in four acci­ 
dents during last year’s first two 
months, but there have been no 
fatalities during the same period 
this year. 
This year, 117 persons were hurt

W ASHINGTON (^ -P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower—offering him­ 
self to the American people as 
able to perform his duties as 
well as ever—pressed his second 
term bid today by entering Re­ 
publican primaries in Cali­ 
fornia and Wisconsin. 
He was off and running. 
And, as widely anticipated, his 
health already was becoming an 
issue of the fast-developing cam­ 
paign. 
Democrats challenged the Presi­ 
dent’s own estimate of his physical 
capabilities, and asked whether 
the country wanted what they 
termed a “part-time President." 
HALL RETORTS 
From GOP Chairman Leonard 
Hall came the retort that Eisen­ 
hower has been “a full-time Presi­ 
dent.'* 
Developments came thick and 
fast on this first day after Eisen­ 
hower announced his big decision 
and went on nationwide TV-radio 
networks to put his case before 
the people. They turned on three 
main subjects; 
Eisenhower’s health — Demo­ 
crats were questioning whether the 
President could, in fact, fully 
handle the duties of his office in 
the light of his Sept. 24 heart at­ 
tack. Their general attitude was 
that Eisenhower himself had rais­ 
ed the issue by discussing his 
health in his broadcast last night. 
‘A MAJOR ISSUE’ 
Gov. Averell Harriman of New 
York, one of those figuring in spec­ 
ulation about the possible Demo­ 
cratic nominee, said the Presi­ 
dent’s health certainly would be a 
campaign issue—that Eisenhower 
“has made it a major issue.” 
The possible GOP vice presiden­ 
tial nominee—GOP Chairman Hall 
predicted that it will again be 
Richard M. Nixon. Hall called 
Eisenhower and Nixon “the great­ 
est team" in the country. And 
Senate GOP Leader William F. 
Knowland of California said he as­ 
sumes Nixon will again be Eisen­ 
hower’s running mate. 
The GOP convention—Eisen­ 
hower signed statements permit­ 
ting his name to be entered in the 
presidential primaries to be held in 
Wisconsin and California on April 
3 and June 5 respectively. Laws 
of these two states require a can­ 
didate’s written consent. Eisen­ 
hower’s name already has been 
entered in half a dozen other states 
where no such consent is required. 
By all signs, the delegates to 
the convention, to be held in San 
Francisco beginning Aug. 20, will 
be solidly Eisenhower.

Development of a life - saving 
artificial heart valve which was 
designed by a Tiburón engineer 
was announced yesterday by two 
University of California medical 
scientists. Drs. Edwin J. Wylie and 
Benson B. Roe disclosed they had 
discovered how to make the valve 
out of the same material used In 
the common plastic kitchen sponge. 
Designer of the valve was David 
Moore, 38. 
The technique, the doctors said, 
may so<& do much to eliminate 
death from the ravages of rheu­ 
matic fever and congenital de­ 
formity In newborn infants. The 
valve, described at a news con­ 
ference In San Francisco, Is made 
from polyvinyl alcohol, the same 
material householders commonly 
use to swab the sing or wash the 
family car. 
VERSATILE DESIGNER 
Moore, who lives with his wife, 
Claire, and 2-year-old daughter 
Nell Alexandra on Vistazo West in 
Tiburón, was asked to design the 
valve In conjunction with his 
duties in the new research and 
development department of the U. 
C. Medical Center. Son of Dr. 
Chester B. Moore, a retired physi­ 
cian now living in Belvedere, 
Moore was graduated from U.C. as 
a geographer. After a World War 
II Navy hitch, he studied art at 
the California School of Fine Arts. 
Both his grandfathers were early 
California pioneers. 
Drs. WyUq and Roe said that so 
far the valve has been used only 
on dogs, but the success of the 
experiments warrants the assump­ 
tion that its use on humans may 
not be far off. 
HOW IT WORKS 
1 Dr. Roe explained that in a 


healthy human, the pulsation of 
the heart forces blood up into the 
aorta with each beat, opening a 
three-leafed valve. 
Between output beats, the valve 
prevents the blood from returning 
to the heart. 
But in the aftermath of rheu­ 
matic fever or In the case of a 
congenital deformity, this natural

of San Francisco, starting from the 
Federal District Court of Appeals 
Usually the defense wafts until 
the last moment before it asks one 
of the federal Judges for a stay of 
execution. 


In a straw vote polled among 
Bridgeway and Princess street 
merchants, during the session, nine 
merchants out of 11 favored the 
plan.

Hogue's map shows the park and 
fill area which could be used for 
parking inside the waterfront 
boulevard. The projected “second- 
jary” traffic artery would extend 
to the tip of Madden and Lewis' 
yacht harbor, thence inland to 
connect with the projected Hum­ 
boldt avenue which would carry 
traffic parallel to B r i d g e w a y , 
through Marinship and exentually 
to a proposed county secondary 
road under Richardson Bay Bridge. 
Special attention was given to 
the stretch between El Portal and 
Richardson street, which includes 
the Purity store. 
COST ESTIMATES 
Hogue said cost of dredged fill, 
a bulkhead and rock fill on the 
outer perimeter was estimated at 
$200.000. In terms of taxes, this 
would cost 12 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation on a 20-year bond. 
Coupled with the rock fill was 
a proposed tunnel at the south 
end of the street, which would 
provide rock and at the same time 
a slide-free egress from downtown 
Sausalito. Both the county plan­ 
ning commission and the Golden 
Gate Bridge District have consid­ 
ered such a tunnel. 
Rose challenged the $200,000 fig­ 
ure for fill, pegging it at nearer 
$800.000. Planner Carl Spring said 
the $200,000 was for “a rough Job, 
without beautification.”

Port Chicago

John F. Baldwin (D-Calif), who 
said answers to a questionnaire 
circulated by him showed Port 
Chicago residents were two-to-one 
against the proposal. 


O. E. Southwick, chairman of a 
citizens’ group favoring the land 
purchase, and John Cockerton, a 
filling station operator, urged that 
the Navy be given approval to ac­ 
quire the land as soon as possible. 
They said they favored early ac­ 
tion to enable residents to sell the 
land and get out of what would be 
a “dangerous” area. 


Baldwin told the committee the 
land purchase and removal of resi­ 
dents would result in destruction 
of much Industry, and a new 
school, and transplant some 3,500 
persons.

Ike Tells U.S. He's Well As Ever, But 


Won t Make 'Whistle-Stop' Campaign 


WASHINGTON (/P> — President 
Eisenhower's assertion that there 
Isn't the slightest doubt he can 
now perform his duties as well as 
he ever did drew challenges from 
some Democrats today. 
They said that since his Sept. 
24 heart attack he has been a 
“part-time president” operating 
through a “reg?ncy” which would 
be ousted by the voters in Novem­ 
ber.Reacting to a talk in which Ei­ 
senhower told the nation last night 
he would accept the GOP nomina­ 
tion but would not engage In 
“whistle-stop” speaking, D e m o - 
crata spoke of a contrastingly vig­ 
orous campaign of personal ap­ 
pearances by their nominee. 
'AS WELL AS BEFORE' 
Speaking to the nation by tele­ 
vision and radio, Eisenhower said 
he Is a "recovered heart patient" 
who doctors say Is “as well as be­ 
fore the attack occurred ” 
"I may possibly be a greater 
risk than Is the normal person of 
irr age (651," he said with aome- 
thlng of a grimace, "but my doc­ 
tors assure me that this increased 
percentage of risk is not great." 
"As of tills moment,” he said, 
"there is not the rflghtoet doubt 
that I ean now perform, m well 
as I ever have, all of the impor­ 
tant duties of the presidency. This 
I say because I am actually dotng 
so and have been doing so for 
many weeks.” 
HE’S CONFIDENT 
Asserting he is personally confi­ 
dent he can carry the dities of 
the presidency "indefinitely," he 
said medical men have told him 
that “adverse effects on my health 
will be less In the presidency than 
in any other position I might 
hold.” 
The talk to the people was a 
follow-up to Eisenhower’s an­ 
nouncement at a news conference 
yesterday that he is available for 
another White House term. 
Almost to a man, Republicans 
greeted that announcement Jubi­ 
lantly. 
Democrats generally v o i c e d 
pleasure that Eisenhower’s health 
had recovered to such a degree. 
Many of them added they are con­ 
fident of victory in a campaign 
waged on the record of Eisenhow­ 
er’s administration—the record on 
which the President said he will 
run. RI’SS 'EXPECTED' IT 
Abroad, there was some grati­ 
tude voiced in official quarters, al­ 
though many withheld comment 
lest they give an Impression of 
Interfering in U.S. politics. In Mos­ 
cow, Deputy Foreign Minister An­ 


drei Gromyko said, “This is news 
we have expected for some time.” 
Moscow radio carried the news 
briefly. 
The Voice of America relayed 
Eisenhower’s broadcast 
around 
the world, using all 78 of its trans­ 
mitters. 
Eisenhower said that if he is 
nominated at the GOP convention 
in San Francisco in August — a 
foregone conclusion in the absence 


of any health setback before then 
—he will "wage no political cam­ 
paign in the customary pattern.” 
In the first place, he said, he 
will have to follow “a regime of 
ordered work acticity, i n t e r - 
spfised with regular amounts of 
exercise, recreation and rest.” He 
said he must keep down his 
weight, take a midday rest, retire 
early and pass up social engage­ 
ments. 


Demos Ready 


To Campaign On 


Health Issue 
WASHINGTON (U.tt—Democrats 
squared off today to exploit Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s health as an 
issue in a campaign against a 
“part-tim e” president. 
Their reaction to Eisenhower’s 
second-term announcement ranged 
from outright defeatism in some 
quarters to cheers in others. The 
cheers came from those who said 
they now would face the man who 
alone must take responsibility next 
November for the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration record. 
“We can lick anybody they put 
up,” said former President Harry 
Truman. 
EYE ON FARM VOTE 
The Democrats approached the 
campaign with one eye on Eisen­ 
hower’s cardiogram and *he other 
on the farm vote. The Republicans 
felt that neither issue would mean 
much against their “peace and 
prosperity” campaign with a can­ 
didate still riding a crest of popu­ 
larity in public opinion polls. 
Nearly all Democrats emphasized 
I that their 1956 campaign will be 
a rigorous one questioning whether 
Eisenhower’s heart attack last fall 
would permit him to be a lull-time 
president. Whether softly or blunt­ 
ly, they were making an issue of 
the President’s health. 
Democrats said Eisenhower's 
candidacy would not affect their 
plans because they had already 
been assembling ammunition to 
campaign against the record of the 
Elsenhower administration. 
WANTED HIM TO RUN

000 to $50,000 bracket are planned 
for development this year in east 
San Rafael on 22 acres of land in 
Pigeon Hollow Valley.

SAN FRANCISCO ÍU.R) — The 
first atomic power plant to be 
built by private industry will be 
feeding electricity to homes in 
Northern California sometime next 
year. 
General Electric Co. announced 
yesterday it will build an atomic 
generator at its new 1,658-acre lab­ 
oratory site in the Livermore- 
Pleasanton area of Alameda Coun­ 
ty. 
The generator is expected to 
produce as much as 5.000 kilo­ 
watts, enough power for a city of 
15,000. 
General Electric will sell the 
electricity to Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Co., which will feed it into its 
regular network. 
The atomic plant actually Is be­ 
ing estab ished for research pur­ 
poses. Sale of the power will help 
G.E. defray the cost of research. 
In addition, the atomic plant 
will serve as a pilot for a larger 
plant to go into operation near 
Chicago in 1960. 
Steam 
to 
generate 
electrical 


power will come from an experi­ 
mental nuclear reactor, which will 
be part of the Pleasanton labora­ 
tory. PG&E will operate and pro­ 
vide the turbine generator. 


The reactor from which the 
steam will be drawn will be fueled 
at first by uranium 235, the fa­ 
miliar content of the standard 
atomic bomb. Later, the reactor 
will use partially enriched uranium 
dioxide, a cheaper type of fuel. 


Atomically produced electricity 
has been used previously in at 
least two 
communities 
in 
the 
United States, West Melton, N.Y., 
and Idaho Falls, Ida. In both 
cases, the atomic energy was pro­ 
duced with federal financing. Rus­ 
sia also has used atomic electric 
power In local power networks, but 
this, too, was government financed. 


Francis K. McCune, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of G.E. atomic 
products division, said the Pleas­ 
anton plant “is an important step 
forward” toward meeting Amer­ 
ica’s power needs in the next 10 
years.

At 82, 
M augham still finds activity a vir­ 
tue. H e has achieved success in 
alm ost every literary field. Today 
he w rites on, although bothered by 
rheum atism and bronchitis. 
“H e's 
irritable

w riting,” s a i d A l a n S e a r l e , 
M augham ’s secretary for 26 years. 
Searle confided th a t M augham has 
forsaken fiction for th e leisurely 
com position of an anthology of 
essays. 
“ A nd h e ’s an enorm ous re ad ­ 
er,” Searle w ent on. “H e reads all 
th e young w riters h e can.”

Gets Nod 


A zoning change th a t would re­ 
quire offstreet parking and load­ 
ing zones in m anufacturing areas 
of San Rafael south of Second 
street and along Francisco boule­ 
vard won the approval of the 
planning commission T u e s d a y 
night. 
The recommendation for the 
change is scheduled to go before 
the city council M onday night for 
approval. A controversial point in 
the proposed change was deleted 
because of strong protest from 
property owners affected. 
In the original proposal, off­ 
street parking and loading zones 
would have been required in the 
commercial area east of the over­ 
pass, along Third, Fourth, Irwin, 
Grand and Mary streets. 
DELEGATION PROTESTS 
But a protest delegation, headed 
by attorney Bryan McCarthy, com­ 
plained that the sm all lots in the 
commercial area would be ruined 
for development if each small in­ 
dividual lot were forced to pro­ 
vide offstreet parking. Therefore, 
this commercial area is not in ­ 
cluded In the proposed zoning 
change. The city planning staff is 
working on some other offstreet 
parking provision, possibly by pro­ 
viding two or three parking lots 
for use by the entire commercial 
area. 
All M (heavy commercial and 
manufacturing) districts south of 
Second street would be required 
to provide the following offstreet 
parking spaces for all new build­ 
ings or uses and 
for existing 
buildings or uses if the area is 
increased: 
THE REQUIREMENTS 
S t o r e s and restaurants—one 
space per 200. square feet of gross 
floor area; service establishments, 
banks, 
offices 
and 
clinics—one 
space per 300 square feet; general 
commercial, warehouse, manufac­ 
turing or Industry—one space for 
each five regular employees and 
not less than one space for each 
2,000 square feet of ground or 
floor area used. 
Loading 
zone—one 
space 
for 
each establishment and not less 
th an one for each 10,000 square 
feet of ground or floor area used.

The 641 persons who attended 
the first M arin County Conference 
on Education recommended "the 
cause of education will be m ater­ 
ially advanced” by holding “local 
follow-up conferences” within the 
next few months. 
This recommendation was one 
of the views expre$ped by the con. 
ferees last Dec. 1 and 2 and em­ 
bodied 
in 
a 
definitive 
36-pa^e 
summary report. The over-all sum­ 
mary and recommendations of the 
conference 
were 
presented this 
week to M arin’s supervisors by 
Chapin A. Day II, general chair­ 
man. 
Dr. W allace W. Hall, conference 
program 
chairm an, 
and 
Frank 
Lucas, sum m ary committee chair­ 
man, with Day spoke briefly about 
the report, compiled to express the 
feelingi and wishes of those who 
participated in the two-day edu­ 
cation conference. 


•LOGICAL MEANS' 
A “logical m eans of encouraging 
and developing th e interest and 
enthusiasm so much in evidence in 
the present conference” would be 
the local follow-up conferences en­ 
visioned by the conferees. 
The need to form an officially 
constituted group to whom inter­ 
ested persons m ight turn for assis­ 
tance in planning locaf conferences 
was presented to the supervisors by 
the conference evaluation commit­ 
tee. This core of interested persons, 
suggested th e committee, might 
also be instructed by the super­ 
visors to plan for future county 
educational conferences. 
“Goals of the conference were 
achieved to a satisfying degree,” 
stated the report. "Facts and issues 
were brought into focus and edu 
cational problems were analyzed 
by M arinites of varied background 
and point of view.

The “staggered sessions” pro­ 
gram allows children 45 m inutes 
additional reading instruction each 
day, taken in groups half the size 
of the normal class. 
Taking part are a first grade 
class, two second grade classes and 
one third grade class.

has 
already 
helped, said Principal Charles Lav­ 
ar oni. The four teachers concerned 
say they are seeing results, th a t it 
is benefitting naturally “fast read ­ 
ers” more than they anticipated, 
and th a t “slow” readers are being 
helped as much as was hoped. 
One teacher thinks it is still too 
early to tell whether reading is 
improving. 
One of the most gratifying re­ 
sults of the program is the reac­ 
tion of children themselves, teach 
ers said. “They all seem proud of 
their progress,” one said. The chil­ 
dren see their own progress—p ar­ 
ticularly the slow ones. 
O ther results: 
It has helped other subject areas 
in th a t the teacher now has more 
time to devote to other subjects. 
Teachers have noticed an im-

The parents must pay transporta­ 
tion, but the AFS makes arrange­ 
ments so that the student may 
live in a foreign home and learn 
local customs. 
Four Marin youths have applied. 
Unless more funds are raise*, how­ 
ever, only one may go. 
In addition to financing trans­ 
portation, the American Field Ser­ 
vice pays $12 expense money per 
month to the visiting student. Two 
Mill Valley families have already 
asked to be hosts.

Board Decides To Buy 


Prison-Made Furniture 


Marin supervisors Tuesday de­ 
cided to purchase oak desks from 
State .Correctional I n d u s t r i e s 
(prison products) for the county 
welfare department. 
Several weeks ago the supervis­ 
ors referred the matter to the 
county auditor, asking recommen­ 
dations as to purchase of the fur­ 
niture. From the auditor’s report, 
received Tuesday, the question was 
reduced to two principal alterna­ 
tives—whether to purchase steel 
equipment which is currently be­ 
ing rented for use in the welfare 
department, or to buy prison prod­ 
ucts, which are made of wood. 
A representative of Correctional 
Industries pointed out to the board 
that prison products are made by 
a tax-supported institution and are 
available for sale only to tax-sup­ 
ported institutions or agencies. 
Further, he indicated, the manu­ 
facture of prison products is an 
important part of rehabilitation 
work carried on for prison in 
mates, and public bodies are sup 
porting these activities when they 
purchase such products. 
This argument led supervisors to 
the decision to purchase prison- 
made desks, outweighing the fact 
that the county has an accumulat­ 
ed rental bill of $48 per desk on 
the present furniture, which would 
apply against purchase price If 
these desks were bought.

Planners Approve 
2 Zoning Changes 


Zoning amendments to permit 
certain flashing signs and home 
occupations in San Rafael were 
approved by the city planning 
commission Tuesday night. The 
proposed changes are scheduled to 
go to the city council Monday 
night for approval. 
The proposed change would al­ 
low flashing neon signs in general 
commercial 
and 
manufacturing 
districts as long as they are at 
least 400 feet from any residential 
district. At present, city laws per­ 
mit no flashing signs, and many 
signs on Francisco boulevard and 
the Miracle Mile are technically 
Illegal. The change would bring 
most of these signs in conform­ 
ance with the law. 
A similar situation exists in 
home 
occupations. 
At present, 
home occupations are not allowed. 
The change in the zoning ordin­ 
ance would permit certain home 
occupations in residential areas as 
long as there is no external evi­ 
dence of such occupations and no 
employees are hired.

Top Court Clears Way 


For Coyote Dam Project 


SAN FRANCISCO (A*)—The State 
Supreme Court cleared the way 
for a Russian River flood control 
project yesterday by refusing to 
hear a taxpayer’s suit against a 
bond issue. 
Judges denied a hearing to Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter M. Robbins of 
Santa Rosa, who sought to invali­ 
date a $5,650,000 issue approved 
last May by voters in the Sonoma 
County Flood Control and Water 
Conservation District.

Army Installing Two New Nike Batteries 
For Defense Of San Francisco Bay Area 


Two additional segments of the 
Bay Area defense ring are now 
under construction, according to 
the Bay Area A ntiaircratt De­ 
fense Command at Ft. Barry. The 
antiaircraft 
headquarters 
a n ­ 
nounced th at new Nike guided 
missile installations will be added 
as p art of the Army’s program of 
expansion in the field of elec­ 
tronically 
controlled 
surface-to- 
air missile protection for major 
m etropolitan areas. 
New sites are located at opposite 
ends of San Francisco Bay. One 
of the Nike batteries is situated 
south of the San Mateo Bridge, 
the 
Antiaircraft Command 
an­ 
nounced. The other installation 


will be constructed on a hillside 
in the area east of San Pablo. 
Work on the sites was begun 
last m onth; however, procurem ent 
of the property for the units and 
construction surveys were started 
many months ago. Each installa­ 
tion consists of* a launcher and 
launcher mount, quarters for per­ 
sonnel and a radar control unit 
some distance from the launcher. 
It is estimated th at it will take 
six m onths to complete the com­ 
plex structures. 
In addition to construction of 
the actual unit, the D epartm ent of 
the Army is putting every effort 
to work to increase the desir­ 
ability of service with the An­ 


tiaircraft 
Command. 
Improve­ 
ments in the comfort and avail­ 
ability of housing in the area 
around th e Nike units for married 
as well as single personnel and 
increases in the opportunities for 
promotion by a reduction in the 
size of batteries and increasing 
the proportion of men in the 
higher pay grades are a part of 
this program. 


Col. Dallas F. Haynes, antiair­ 
craft defense commander for the 
Bay Area said, "The men operating

installations 
are 
skilled 
technicians. They are required to 
have a high degree of technical

Necessity Of 


Rapid Transit 


Here Stressed 


If rapid transit is not undertak­ 
en, Marin would require seven six- 
lane freeways to meet the needs 
of expanding vr^icular traffic. 
This was the conclusion disclosed 
last night by John C. Beckett, 
Kentfield electrical engineer and 
secretary of the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit Commission. 
Beckett, in a speech before the 
Marin County Council of Mayors 
at the Mill Valley Municipal Golf 
Clubhouse, said rapid transit, pri­ 
marily a “commuter service," would 
be equal in passenger-carrying 
capacity to Highway 101 and six 
more roads like it. There is neither 
the room for those six additional 
highways, he said, nor money to 
pay for them—thus rapid transit 
is a necessity and “not Just a pipe 
dream.” 
“There is no alternative unless 
you want to stick your head in 
the sand and see what happens." 
With a single rapid transit fa­ 
cility in Marin, Beckett said, one 
six-lane freeway would be enough 
to carry motor traffic. He pointed 
out that rapid transit would be a 
commuter service since studies 
have proved there are two peak 
hours for traffic on Highway 101 
—in the morning hours and late in 
the afternoon. Not much traffic is 
experienced in between. 
- He indicated that while Pacific

Greyhound says it cannot afford 
to continue bus service under such 
a peak-hour situation—the many 
drivers required for duty during 
peak hours must be paid for a 


full day’s work although they are 
idle in mid-day hours—the situa­ 
tion would be no problem to a 
rapid transit system which operat­ 
ed on an automatic electrical sys­ 
tem. 


Better highways and rapid trans­ 
it are needed to handle the move­ 
ment of persons in Marin and the 
other eight counties of the Bay 
Area, four speakers told the Asso­ 
ciated Chambers of Commerce 
Tuesday night. 
The four were Sen. Jack McCar­ 
thy, T. Fred Bagshaw, special as- 
istant to the state director of pub­ 
lic works, and Bay Area Rapid 
Transit Commissioners George Go- 
heen and John C. Beckett. 
Bagshaw opened the speechmak- 
ing, He urged M ann County to do 
more on its own county road im­ 
provement. “The Legislature has 
been looking at what the counties 
are doing for. themselves before 
making up its mind what state aid 
should be given,” he indicated. “I 
have felt for many years that the 
people of Marin would support a 
bond issue for roads if it was care­ 
fully prepared for equitable treat­ 
ment of all parts of the county.” 
(His remarks came just a few 
hours after the board of super­ 
visors had passed a resolution plac­ 
ing a seven-and - a - half - million 
dollar bond issue for roads on the 
November ballot. 
The speaker, 
Just back from a trip to Los An­ 
geles, had not heard of the super­ 
visors’ action.) 
Bagshaw declared a two-day 
meeting in Los Angeles on storm 
damage to the state’s roads and 
highways had brought an appar­ 
ent agreement by Southland legis­ 
lators that the floods were “a 


statewide catastrophe” and not 
merely of local consideration. He 
received the impression that South­ 
ern California legislators would be 
willing to support a relief bill. 
Total damage to streets, high­ 
ways and bridges will come to 
about 44 million dollars, he indi­ 
cated. Possibly the federal govern­ 
ment will assume 10 million dollars 
of this amount and the state may 
carry the rest. 
“There was a definite indication, 
there is no intention of harming 
the present highway program, 
either on the state*or local level, 
to pay for the flood damage,” Bag­ 
shaw declared. Just how the funds 
will be raised, however, has not 
been determined but will be up to 
the Legislature to decide, he point­ 
ed out. 
WILL BENEFIT MARIN 
George T. McCoy, state engineer, 
has Just returned from a trip to 
Washington, D C., the speaker con­ 
tinued. He received the impres­ 
sion the federal highways bill will 
be passed by Congress perhaps as 
early as April. Such a bill would 
“almost overnight double the 
state’s highway program.” Although 


Marin has no federal highway, it 
will benefit -from the federal aid 
because so much federal money 
will free state funds for projects 
such as those in Marin. 
Bagshaw also reviewed the coun­ 
ty's highway construction program 
now under way and planned, say­ 
ing that public hearings may be 
held soon on making Highway 101 
a freeway from Ignacio through 
Novato. He said, however, he did 
not know whether a bypass road 
or an averhead viaduct is planned 
to take the freeway through that 
community. 
Goheen and Beckett both dis­ 
cussed the recently completed en­ 
gineering repdrt of the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit Commission, which 
calls for a rapid transit system, 
first phase of which will cost $716,- 
500,000. 
(jtoheen pointed out it is de­ 
signed to “take off of the high­ 
ways sufficient people and cars 
to permit those who must use the 
highways to have effective free­ 
ways.” He said the total cost is 
not “nearly as much” as the cost 
of auto operation today. 
Beckett also stressed this point. 


He said cost of the Installation 
would be about $5,000 per rider 
“or the cost of a Cadillac for ev­ 
eryone. But compare this with the 
cost of parking alone in San Fran­ 
cisco. New garages there are cost­ 
ing $3,800 per stall Just to park 
one car. And that doesn’t take in­ 
to account the cost of the car, gas, 
oil, tires, or the freeways needed 
to get the car there.” 
Beckett said proposed division 
of financial responsibility for cost 
of the system would have to await 
the report of Stanford Research 
Institute, due to be made public 
this month, He pointed out that 
cost of the Marin line would be 
120 million dollars. Of this, 40 
million would be for the downtown 
station and subways, stops and 
elevated sections in San Francis­ 
co, where city residents would use 
them. Sixteen million would be for 
crossing the Golden Gate Bridge, 
and 64 million for Marin opera­ 
tions. 
ASKS SPECIAL SESSION 
Senat* McCarthy reported his 
interim committee on transit had 
asked the governor to call a special 
session on rapid transit but that 
the governor could not possibly 
have officially received the request 
when he declared on Tuesday he 
would not take that action if he 
“had to make up his mind right 
now.” 
The senator also declared that 
“from the engineering aspect” 


Tiburon-San Francisco Bridge Is 
feasible (he would not comment on 
the proposed second crossing of the 
Golden Gate); that Marin still has 
many highway deficiencies, but 
that the county is “doing all 
right;” that he favors flood dam­ 
age aid, but doubts it will coma 
from an increased gas tax. 
The sparcely attended meeting 
in Rancho Rafael, presided over 
by President Fred Babo. passed a 
resolution urging Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight to put transit on the spe­ 
cial session call and also to allow 
Sir Francis Drake East, from 
Greenbrae to the new San Rafael- 
Richmond Bridge, to be put in the 
state highway system. The associ­ 
ation also urged all county cham­ 
bers of commerce to discuss and 
make recommendations on the 
county sales tax proposal.

Symphony Guild Orchestra, Pianist, 


Leader Present Rich Musical Evening

Angelico H all was bulging at the 
seams last- night. Not with people 
but with aounaa—lot* of beautiful, 
resonant and powerful sounds. 
And surprising although it may 
be to m any localites, those musical 
sounds 
were 
of 
Marin 
County 
origin. The music was fostered by 
Marin supporters, played by Marin 
musicians, a talented Marin pian­ 
ist and the conductor of the Marin 
Symphony Orchestra, G a s t o n e 
Usigli. 
The opening selection of last 
night's concert, the overture to 
••Le Baruffe Chiozzotte” by Sini- 
gaglia, came as something of a 
shock to this listner. This ensemble 
of 60 musicians was playing music 
as rich and sonorous—if not more 
an—as the em inent group of 96 
instrum entalists on the other side 
of the Golden Gate is regularly 
heard to play. 
The orchestra’s sounds were so 
full they made the fairly spacious 
Dominican C o l l e g e auditorium 
seem like an oversized parlor. T his 
impression was gained from the 
last row of the balcony. 
Usigli, 
who 
annually achieves 
exalted standards at his Carmel 
Bach Festival, has molded 
the 
Symphony Guild Orchestra w ith 
the sam e loving care that i** so 
evident at Carmel. The Sinigaglia 
overture surged with warmth, color 
and exciting rhythm s—U sigli-in 
spired, but carried out by an expert 
crew of musicians". 
It’s getting sft that one can al­ 
most report on David Del Tredici’s 
performances in advance. The San 
Anselmo youth continues to create 
a vivid impression of a piano ar­ 
tist who has "everything.” 
In Tchaikowsky’s familiar piano 
concerto, as in performances of 
fiaint-Saens and Liszt concertos 
with the San Francisco Sym phony 
Orchestra last year, Del T recici 
showed the audience that his fin ­ 
gers contain the power of a m usi­ 
cal giant, that his technique has 
unlim ited 
potential 
and 
that— 
though still 18 years old—his soul 
is ablaze w ith affection for music. 
This he proves by injecting expres­ 
sion and warmth that made the 
hackneyed concerto seem alm ost 
refreshing and new. 
At this early stage there Just 
doesn’t seem to be a lim it on w hat 
Del Tredici can accomplish if he 
devotes his life to the concert 
stage. He has showmanship that 
captivates audiences. Last night 
his great hands flashed through 
the difficult chordal runs of the 
concerto so fast that the fingers 
were only a blur. But the notes 
were heard crisp and clear, every 
one of them. 
T he’ earlier orchestral selections 
were all enjbyable. The orchestra 
w as thrilling to hear. The violin­ 
ists were wonderful, each bowing 
long, smooth, powerful unblem ish­ 
ed strokes. This was particularly 
evident In the Corelli Concerto 
Groseo No. 8' in G Minor when 
Usigli made the musician* alm ost 
live and breathe as one voice, deli­ 


cately singing the lovely phrases. 
His mastery of control was no­ 
where more evident thi>n in the 
great closing note of the concerto 
grosso which slowly draws out a 
single chord from intense volume 
to a soft, heavenly point of an 
ending. 
A rondeau serenade by the con­ 
ductor him self was an interesting 
exposition of the variety of sounds 
within the power of an orchestra. 
It gave the Marin orchestra an 


opportunity to play In aound a 
world of Technicolor, drawn ex­ 
travagantly from U sigli’s own pa­ 
lette of paints. 
Debussy’s 
"Afternoon 
of 
a 
Faun" gave the orchestra’s fine 
woodwinds and horns a chance to 
show their talents. The perfor­ 
mance of this had its moments of 
poetic expression, but lacked the 
usual feeling of 
free and easy 
flow one usually gets from the 
“Faun.”

As Dons Test 
NCAA Lineup 
SAN FRANCISCO UP) — K. C. 
Jones draws a seat on the bench 
for the first time in two years 
tomorrow night when the national 
champion University of San Fran­ 
cisco Dons go after their 49th 
straight basketball triumph. 
Jones, ineligible for National 
Collegiate Athletic Assn. tourna­ 
ment play, will be replaced In the 
starting lineup against Pepperdine 
at Los Angeles by sophomore Gene 
Brown, Coach Phil Woolpert said 
today. The change will give fans 
their first look at*the club Wool- 
pert will floor at Corvallis, Ore., 
March 16-17 when the Dons open 
defense of their NCAA title. 
How much will Jones’ absence 
hurt USF’s chances? 
“It's hard to asses*. I can’t 
really say,” Woolpert admits.

Jones, 6-2 guard and captain, 
generally is credited by basketball 
experts with being the man who 
has made the Dons click through 
48 wins in a row—and this despite 
the presence of two-time All 
America Bill Russell in the lineup. 
Russell is the man who dominates 
the Dons’ offense and defense with 
his 6-10 height, but Jones is the 
floor leader and key to the entire 
operation 
Woolpert has known since early 
in the year that Jones, in his 
fourth year of competition, would 
be ineligible for the tournament. 
But the only action Brown has 
seen has been as Jones’ replace­ 
ment after victory was assured. 
The Dons’ thin-faced coach 
agrees tacitly that perhaps his 
club’s chances of repeating as 
national champion would be better 
if Brown had played more when 
he says: 
“He needs experience, he'* step­ 
ping in with lots of pressure on 
him.”“We may have to retrench a 
little on defense, shorten up our 
pressing tactics with him in the 
lineup. That'll reduce the pos­ 
sibility of error. 
“It’s going to take a little ad­ 
justment, but we’ll have a lot bet­ 
ter answer after he gets some 
starting experience against Pep­ 
perdine tomorrow and Loyola the 
next night. I don't think our effi­ 
ciency will be hampered too much." 
Woolpert fears that with Brown 
in the lineup the Dons’ defense, 
best in the nation, may suffer. 
Brown has been erratic trying to 
handle the tight man-to-man play.

That name, in the last few years, 
has caused both raised danders 
on the part of the town’s critics 
and fondness in the hearts of the 
people who call it home. Critics 
say it’s an eyesore, and th at’s 
nothing new to residents, most of 
whom agree the one-time federal 
housing project is no poor m an’s 
paradise-^yet. 


Behind the redevelopment of 
Marin City are the men and wom­ 
en pictured here. Behind Marin 
City’s sometimes shaky walls are 
interiors which are wanting, and 
in its streets and meadows rest the 
future hopes of people who feel 
they have found a place to live— 
a place in which they can afford 
to live. 


Redevelopment plans for Marin 
City—under way since summer— 
now have gone back to county 
planners for revision. When the 
facts were laid on the table last 
week, at a session called by the 
Marin County Housing Authority, 
it was learned that land and de­ 
velopment costs will peg individual 
home building sites at about $3.300 
each. 


HIGHER HOME COSTS 
Instead of homes in the $8.000 
to $10,000 bracket, as hoped, this 
would mean homes of $10,000 to 
$14.000. 
Although the median income of 
Marin City tenants is $3.507,—$3 
more than the county median fig­ 
ure—relatively few families could 
afford the $500 down payment re­ 
quired for a $10,000 home under 
GI terms. Payments would aver­ 
age $63 per month, including taxes. 
Possible solutions are the erec­ 
tion of duplex homes on lots of 
6.000 square feet per home, or the 
building of a larger number of 
rental units, with about 15 hous­ 
ing units figured per four homes. 
Land costs would be cut in half 
or more in either case. 
Contractor George Goheen has 
offered to build “pilot” homes of 
various prices to see what the 
market actually Is. To date, con­

rin City project beciuse develop­ 
ment would have to be done in 
stages, so as not to displace pres­ 
ent tenants during construction. 
The housing authority is eager 
to redevelop the project and get 
rid of major maintenance head­ 
ache. Not a windstorm occurs, but 
that several roofs spring leaks. In 
December’s big blow, four out of 
five homes in one hilltop row had 
their roofs blown off. 
The storm put a serious crimp 
in the budget, which is hard-press­ 
ed to meet the 
April 
mortgage 
payment to the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Vitally interested in redevelop­ 
ment is the Marin City Tenants 
Council, official spokesman for the 
harried residents. 


SPECIAL MEETING 
At the instigation of the ten­ 
ants council, 
Tamalpais 
Union 
High School board of trustees call­ 
ed a special meeting on Jan. 26, 
at which the county planning com­ 
mission, the housing authority and 
the school board pooled ideas. 
Upshot was that Tam trustees 
went on a site tour with repre­ 
sentatives of the other groups and 
narrowed possible southern Marin 
high school sites to two—both in 
Marin City.

made. The cherished flatland was 
found to be not quite the bargain 
supposed.

Juvenile Delinquency Topic 
At Business Women's Meet 
M a r i n s Undersheriff A 1 d e n 
(Bud) Ingalls, speaking on juvenile 
delinqency at Tuesday night’s din­ 
ner meeting of the Business and 
Professional Women’s Club of Ma­ 
rin “laid the cards on the table.” 
He said the average age at which 
a juvenile has a brush with the 
law is when he is 15 and has not 
learned respect for parents or 
other authority. Ingalls said every 
effort is made by officers to give 
the young first time offender an 
opportunity to redeem himself and 
keep any stigma from his pame. 
Most of juveniles don’t get into 
trouble again. But there are al­ 
ways a few, the undersheriff said, 
who continue to break the law and 
feel, because of their youth, they 
will escape punishment. “These 
are the ones something should be 
done about,” Ingalls declared. 
Asked if there exsists a narcotic 
problem in Marin, the officer an­ 
swered, “There is a slight touch of 
it.” Ingalls opened his talk by de­ 
scribing the functions of the sher­ 
iff’s office. He said that Sheriff 
David Menary has 58 people in his 
office but many of these must be 
assigned to specific duties: staff, 
civil department, jail, identifica­ 
tion and investigation divisions. 
The result is that in some of the 
less heavily populated areas of the 
county only one deputy is on full­ 
time duty. 
Thomas P. Boyd, San Rafael at­ 
torney, chairman of the newly cre­ 
ated Citizens’ Advisory Board of 
the county, composed of represen­ 
tatives of civic organizations and 
individuals interested in action to 
curb Juvenile delinquency, was the 
second speaker at th meeting.

Von Rotz Resignation Is 
Loss To Marin County 


T he resignation of A. Von Rotz as chair­ 
man of the Marin County Planning Com­ 
mission is the people’s loss. 
During his 13 years of service on the com­ 
mission he established a firm reputation for 
"calling ’em as he saw ’em." 
Whether or not a real estate developer 
and/or a building contractor should serve 
on the planning commission has always been 
a subject of debate. Some believe that their 
special knowledge would I* beneficial in 
the handling of technical planning matters. 
Other* believe that real estate men and 
builders would tend to favor their fellow 
real estate men and builders or perhaps be 
unfair to their competitors. 
Certainlv these accusations could never be 
lodged against Von Row. He sometimes led 
the commission in a vote against the busi­ 
ness interests of some of his best friends. 


And these friends console themselves in the 
knowledge that at least V on Rotz had voted 
according to his beliefs and convictions, even 
when it hurt. 


In the handling of commission affairs, Von 
Rotz brought a practical view of building 
and developing problems, acquired during 
his more than 35 years activity in the build­ 
ing field in Marin. 
It is this practical view, 
we fear, that may be most missed after his 
retirement from the planning board. 


Selecting a fitting successor will be no easy 
job for the Board of Supervisors. 
And his parting words should be heeded: 


" T h ere it still much planning work 
to be done. In many ways we are 25 
years behind the times. W e should be 
planning for 25 years ahead.” 


Pope Observes 80th Birthday 
\ 


His'Holiness, Pius XII, becomes 80 years 
old Friday. 
It was on his 63rd birthday, 
March 2, 1939, that he was elected Pope. His 
coronation was held ten days later. 
As His Holiness celebrates his 80th birth­ 
day and the 17th year of his reign, the Presi­ 
dent of the U nited States no longer has a 
personal representative in Rome accredited 
to the Vatican. T h e late President Roosevelt 
named Myron C. Taylor, Episcopalian, in 
that capacity in December 1939, several 
months after the outbreak of war in Europe. 
T he President explained that the step did 
not constitute in any way the opening of 
formal diplom atic relations. Mr. Taylor had 
the rank but not the powers of an ambas­ 
sador, paid his own expenses, lived in his 
private residence in Rome. Expenses of his 
mission, however, were defrayed by the U.S. 
Government

l ive appointment of Mr. Taylor was not* 
paralleled by the naming of a Papal repre­ 
sentative accredited to the U.S. Government 
at W ashington. The Vatican has an apos­ 
tolic delegate in W ashington (for 23 years 
it has been the Most Rev. Amleto G. Cicog- 
nani), but he is not accredited to the Gov­ 
ernment 
and has no official diplom atic 
standing with the State Department. < 


Mr. Taylor returned to the United States 


after the death of President Roosevelt and 


the end of the war in Europe in 1945, but in 


1946 went back to Rome as the personal rep­ 


resentative of President Truman. Mr. T ru­ 
man explained that the Taylor mission was 
still needed in the interest of establishing a 
lasting peace. No successor to Mr. Taylor 
was named after he resigned in January 
1950.

If the governor’* program is 
adopted, it will mean the remov­ 
al of huge sum* of money from 
the control of the State Division 
of Beaches and Parks, but will 
not affect the orderly develop­ 
ment of the acquisition program. 
The plan does not contemplate 
taking away all of the acquisi­ 
tion funds, but leaving the di­ 
vision approximately w hat it Is 
spending for acquisitions a t the 
present tim e. 
Thus, the governor’s program 
will release millions of dollars 
for w ater conservation, to which 
would be added more millions in 
the event the courts finally de­ 
cide w hat the state should re­ 
ceive from the Long Beach oil 
revenue now tied up in litigation. 


AS A RESULT of the gover­ 
nor’s announcem ent, It is antici­ 
pated th a t the minor objections 
to the unified State W ater De­ 
partm ent, which have been hold­ 
ing up 
development 
of 
water 
conservation projects, 
will 
be 
erased, and th a t various factions, 
realizing the necessity for early 
progress, will compromise d iffer­ 
ences, if any remain, and pro­ 
ceed w ith action.

WASHINGTON —The gather­ 
ing judgment of many who are 
close to the facts is that our Asian 
foreign aid program needs to be 
radically and resolutely re-ex­ 
amined.

nations in Asia and th at we bet­ 
ter face up to it before it Is too 
late—reaches to 
three 
specific 
conclusions: 
T hat the 
attem pt 
to 
cause 
those Asian nations which want 
to remain neutral 
to 
abandon 
their neutrality as the price of 
American aid simply Isn't work­ 
ing, th at It is a bankrupt con­ 
cept which Is helping nobody but 
the Soviets. 
T hat U.S. public opinion has 
become so disillusioned and im­ 
patient with our aid program as 
it is currently expounded th at 
Congress is a t the point of chop­ 
ping it down at the very time 
when Moscow is beginning to of­ 
fer trade and aid. 
T hat

imperatively 
needed is a whole new concept 
of our relationship to these newr- 
bom nations of Southeast Asia 
and, indeed, the Middle East— 
a concept which will make bet­ 
ter sense to the American people 
and a relationship which will 
lift itself beyond the narrow lim­ 
its of paper military pacts.

Marin Schools

Planned In San Rafael 


The first state apportionment 
for the current school year, total­ 
ing $109,784, has been received In 
Marin to help school districts keep 
up with rapid growth and corres­ 
ponding increase in costs. 
This amount is distributed to 
areas of japid growth in addition 
to the usual amount apportioned 
on the basis of last year’s attend­ 
ance, said Dr. Wallace W. Hall, 
county superintendent of schools. 
Marin schools showed an in­ 
crease of 1,735 in average daily 
attendance over the corresponding 
period a year ago. Sixteen of the 
county’s 28 districts participate in 
this year’s growth apportionment. 
GROWTH APPORTIONMENT 
The apportionment for growth 
is $88,351 for elementary schools, 
$18,883 for high schools and $2,550 
for College of Marin. 
Between the opening of school 
and Dec. 31, 1955, San Rafael ele­ 
mentary schools were educating 
294 more pupils than during the 
corresponding period a year ago. 
Novato Unified District had an in­ 
crease of 319, of which 227 were 
in elementary schools and 92 in 
the new high school. Dixie elemen­ 
tary district in San Rafael showed 
a growth of 255 in average daily 
attendance. 
Here are the growths by dis­ 
tricts, followed by the amounts in 
parentheses of first state appor­ 
tionment for growth:

According to Dr. Hall, regular 
state apportionments based 
on 
last year’s average daily attend­ 
ance do not provide money for 
educating these additional young­ 
sters. 
Tire additional apportionment 
Just granted will help the school 
districts which had increases to 
pay the bill for the education of 
all children in their districts. 
The second apportionment for 
growth will come in late June.

be a nuisance. So—you sort of 
withdraw into yourself.

A skilled electrical appliance re­ 
pairman, Howard hópes to find 
employment in Redwood City» Al¡- 
though there are no sidewalks in 
front of his home, he claims the 
rushing traffic holds no fears now 
that he urtll have Mario as a guide.

Hub Zoning Violators 


Must Get Use Permit 


San Anselmo Council has hit 
upon a scheme that city fathers 
hope will either remove an esti­ 
mated 400 residential zoning vio­ 
lations or enrich the city treas­ 
ury. 
At the suggestion of Chief of 
Police Donald T. Wood, the cpun- 
cil has set in motion plans to reas­ 
sess first residential property, on 
which more than one dwelling unit 
exists, as income property and 
raise the taxes. 
Of a list of 21 violations com­ 
piled two years ago. Wood said 
five were forced to remove them, 
another five then complied with 
the zoning, leaving a total of 11 
violations still in existence on the 
list. 
“At this rate, it will take 50 
years to correct them. 
In the 
meantime, more keep cropping up. 
We found four more in the past 
few weeks,” Wood told the coun­ 
cil at its Thursday meeting. He 
said there were too many viola­ 
tions to handle through regular 
legal procedures. 
Under fire are home owners in 
first residential zones who have 
built apartments or guest houses 
complete with cooking facilities, 
making their property in effect 
second residential. 
Wood advised that the zoning 
ordinance be amended to require 


a use permit for all property which 
is 
actually 
second 
residential, 
whether it is zoned in that class 
or not. 
The use permit should be ob­ 
tained through the planning com­ 
mission, Wood explained, so that 
if there is opposition, the objec­ 
tions can be heard and the com­ 
mission can approve or deny the 
application. 
Then, property that is found to 
actually be in second or lower 
residential use, will be reassessed 
as income property. Taxes will be 
boosted accordingly. 
Wood predicted that a lot of 
home owners would remove their 
apartments or pay higher taxes 
and let the city treasury benefit. I 
Motions to accomplish this end 
were passed unanimously by the 
councilmen who said they had 
received numerous complaints from 
residents about illegal apartments.

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S.F. Awaits Hotel Jamup With GOP Influx In August 
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SAN FRANCISCO (U.R) - Plan­ 
ning: to stay in San Francisco next 
August? If so, you’d better get 
your hotel reservations now or you 
may wind up sleeping in the park. 
That is, unless you’re a member 
of the official Republican family 
attending the GOP National Con­ 
vention which opens here Aug. 20. 
Officials responsible for making 
hotel arrangements for the ex­ 
pected 30,000 to 40,000 GOP visitors 
and newsmen said there would be 
no problem. 


The hotel situation will be a bit I 
tight, of course, but nobody feels ' 
it will be necessary to lodge dele- i 
gates in Pullman cars or aboard 
ships in the bay as some pessi­ 
mists predicted when San Fran­ 
cisco was chosen as the convention 
site. 
(Franklin D. R o o s e v e l t had 
headquarters aboard the battle­ 
ship New York when the Demo­ 
crats held their convention here 
in 1920, but he was assistant sec­ 
retary of the Navy then.) 


Harold M. Strong, secretary of 
San Francisco’s convention and 
visitor’s bureau, said between 9,000 
and 10,000 rooms already have 
been contracted for in more than 
150 hotels. 
He foresaw no trouble lining up 
the few remaining rooms needed 
for the 10,000 total guaranteed by 
the city when it made its success­ 
ful bid for the convention last 
year. 
"The only difficulty will be ever 
the allotment of rooms," Strong 


said. "Convention headqu a r t e r s 
will be at the Fairmont and Mark 
Hopkins Hotels on Nob Hill, and 
everyone is going to want to stay 
at one or the other.” 
That’s 
not Strong’s 
problem, 
however. It belongs to Ted Dalton 
of Radford, Va., chairman of the 
convention’s housing committee. 
Actually, the hotels lose money 
on a big convention such as the 
GOP Jamboree, Strong said. 
During a normal tourist season 
they are 99 per cent full. But when 


they contract to have a block of 
rooms ready at a certain time it 
means 
that 
many 
rooms stay 
empty for several days before the 
deadline because the management 
can t accept any long-term guests. 
Nor can it force paying guests to 
leave against their will. 
And when the convention ends, 
the hotel is suddenly left with a 
flock of empty rooms which take 
several days to fill up again. 
It will be more profitable for the 
huge Cow Palace where the con­ 


vention meetings will be held. The 
state-owned building will cost the 
Republicans $1,000 a day for rent 
alone. The management also has 
reserved all food and drink conces­ 
sions (no liquor). 
The Cow Palace, built by the 
WPA In the late 1930’s, it note­ 
worthy for both its name and size. 
Its name is a controversial topic 
in newspaper letters-to-the-editor 
columns. Soihe San Franciscans 
think it undignified. It was coined" 
many years ago by a brevity- 


minded reporter who rebelled at 
writing "The Grand National Live­ 
stock Exposition Building of the 
No. 1-A District Agricultural As­ 
sociation." 
As for size, the management 
says the huge Quonset-like struc­ 
ture could lose Madison Square 
Garden 
inside. 
Hard-top 
auto 
races were run there last year, 
marking the first time they had 
been held indoors anywhere. 
About 17,000 seats will be avail­ 
able for the convention and there­ 


in lies a big headache for the 
management. Apparently all tick­ 
ets for the individual sessions will 
go to the various delegations for 
re-distribution.

Representatives of Marin Coun­ 
ty Hospital Council will attend 
next Tuesday’s meeting of the 
board of supervisors to try to 
straighten out the confused situa­ 
tion regarding hospital care for 
Marin’s emergency and indigent 
cases. 


The council, made up of rep­ 
resentatives of Ross General, Ma­ 
rin General and San Rafael Gen­ 
eral Hospitals and the county hos­ 
pital and farm, met yesterday at 
the county farm to discuss the 
situation. 


At present the hospitals have a 
contract with the county to fur­ 
nish indigent care, and the county 
guarantees the first 24 hours of 
emergency care. The contract ex­ 
pires April 13. However, notifica­ 
tion of termination or amendment 
of the contract must be made a 
month in advance of expiration; 
that’s March 13, less than two 
weeks away. 
, 
PROPOSED CHANGES 
A number of points ijj the con­ 
tract proved unsatisfactory to the 
hospitals. 
They made 
proposed 
changes in the contract. Before 
presenting them to the supervis­ 
ors, however*, they met with the 
county’s health department, wel­ 
fare department, auditor’s repre­ 
sentative and county physician. 
They presented the proposals and 
asked the departments to consider 
them. A second meeting was agreed 
upon. 
But the second meeting was 
postponed by the county agencies. 
Apparently feeling some of the de­ 
cisions were more policy than ad­ 
ministrative, they took the hos­ 
pitals’ proposals to the supervisors 
without 
hospital 
representatives 
being present. At the same time, 
they proposed a new system for 
hospital care. This would be .to 
advertise for bids for one hospital 
to furnish 10 beds at all times for 
county cases, whether they were 
occupied or not.

HOSPITALS PERPLEXED

At the same time William Weeks, 
administrator of Marin General 
Hospital, revealed his hospital must 
by law cancel its contract with the 
county because it provides for a 
lesser bed rate than the general 
public pays. A new law prohibits 
a district hospital from providing 
bed care for anyone at less than 
the public pays. 
The council decided to appear 
before the board and formally pre­ 
sent its proposals just as if none 
of the other things had happened 
as there has been no formal pre­ 
sentation from either side. 
Tuesday, the spokesmen for the 
hospitals will be Dr. John C. Sie­ 
mens, council chairman; John K. 
Taylor, secretary - treasurer, and 
Hugh Allen, council attorney. Pres­ 
ent at yesterday’s meeting were 
Dr. Siemens and Maxine L. Fer- 
rario of Ross General, Taylor and 
Henry B. Lane of San Rafael Gen­ 
eral, William Weeks and S. Ames 
Pence of Marin General, Lloyd De 
La Montanya of the County Hos­ 
pital and Farm, and Allen. 
The council was organized sev­ 
eral months ago to deal with com­ 
mon problems. Being studied are 
standardization of medical reports 
and other records used by the 
same doctors in different hospitals, 
employment practices and other 
common issues, besides the county 
indigent and emergency care.

Expenses Deductible 


By Outside Salesmen

Are you an outside salesman? 
If so, you can deduct your ex­ 
penses from your income to arrive 
at your adjusted gross income, and 
also take the standard deduction 
as 
well.

payer, if such trade or business 
consists of the performance of 
services by the taxpayer as an 
employee and if such trade or bus­ 
iness is to solicit, away from the 
employer's 
place 
of 
business, 
business for the employer. 
Expenses which 
are 
ordinary 
and necessary expenses paid or in­ 
curred during the taxable year in 
carrying or; a trade or business as 
an “outside salesman” will be de­ 
ductible in arriving at adjusted 
gross income. An “outside sales­ 
m an” is an individual who is a 
full-time salesman 
who solicits 
business away fiom his employer’s 
place of business. It does not in ­ 
clude a salesman, a principal part 
of whose activities consists of ser­ 
vice and delivery. Thus, a bread 
driver-salesman or a milk driver- 
salesman would not be included 
within the definition. 
Also not 
within the definition are salesmen 
whose principal activities consist 
of selling at the employer's place 
of business but who Incidentally 
make 
outside 
calls 
and 
sales. 
(These salesmen are eligible, how­ 
ever, for a deduction of transpor­ 


tation expenses.) Outside salesmen 
who have incidental activities at 
the employer’s place of business, 
such as writing up and transm it­ 
ting orders, spending short periods 
at the employer’s place of business 
to make or receive telephone calls, 
will still be eligible for the deduc­ 
tion allowed to “outside salesmen." 
A 
full-time 
“outside 
salesm an” 
may deduct such expenses as those 
for telephone and telegraph, sec­ 
retarial help, and entertainm ent, 
as well as his transportation costs. 
These 
expenses 
are 
deducted 
from your wages before 
entering 
the wages on page one of the tax 
return. 
Itemize these 
deductions 
and 
make the computation on a sep­ 
arate sheet of paper and attach it 
to your tax return so that Uncle 
Sam will know exactly w hat you 
are doing. The Internal Revenue 
Service has form 2106 available for 
this purpose.

(U.R>—It costs about $1,500 
to keep a B-36 bomber in the air 
for an hour and $900 to fly an 
F-86D Sabre Je t for 60 minutes. 
“But it’s worth every pennv o f 
it,” Brig. Gen. Alfred F. Kalberer, 
commander of the Strategic Air 
Command’s 
14th 
Division 
here, 
said. “This money is an invest­ 
ment in the security of America. 
We can’t afford not to spend it.” 
“I don’t w ant to do any u n ­ 
necessary 
ruffling of feathers,” 
Kalberer said. “But the people 
who complain about the money 
the Air Force spends simply do 
not understand the absolute neces­ 
sity of w hat we’re doing.” 
The 
hard-driving, 
48-year-old 
officer, who first entered the old 
Army Air Corps as a flying cadet 
in 1927, said the biggest problem 
he and other base commanders 
face is securing an adequate bud­ 
get. 
But K alberer said if it takes 
$30,000 to carry out a practice 
B-36 bombing mission, as one re­ 
cent and typical exercise was esti­ 
mated to cost, “we’re still getting 
a tremendous value.” 
“If a war should break out to­ 
morrow any one of our B-36 crews 
would be capable of flying direct­ 
ly to any enemy target in the 
world,” he said. 
“But it’s only 
through 
constant 
training 
and 
practice th a t they’re able to keep 
in such peak condition.” 
K alberer’s 
command 
embraces 
one of the m ost varied in the 
Air Force. Prim arily, Travis is a 
Strategic Air Command base dedi­ 
cated to in stan t retaliation in the 
event of V ar.

Losses Told 


Marauding dogs—apparently li­ 
censed 
house 
pets—have 
been 
mutilating livestock in the Muir 
Beach area. A gradually worsening 
situation was described today by 
ranchers and county authorities. 
Two dogs, shot while tearing the 
ears off a cow, were traced by their 
license tags to Homestead area 
homes. Their owners were shocked 
to learn the dogs, gentle with 
children, were found so far from 
home. 
Another dog was shot Tuesday 
on vhe Joe C. Santos ranch as the 
animal was tearing at a cow’s 
ears. The untagged dog, wearing 
a flea collar, was described as a 
mixed Australian shepherd and 
terrier with spotted markings. 


SIN G LE NEIGHBORHOOD 
O the five animals caught in 
the act, four were traced to a 
single 
neighborhood 
some 
four 
miles from the ranches, according 
to Mrs. Ned Bryant of the Marin 
County Humane Society. 
They 
came from Ferndale avenue, Todd 
way and Madrone Park homes. 
A Humane Society agent on his 
way to the Santos ranch Tuesday 
picked up two dogs headed for the 
ranch. He notified the owners who 
were “completely shocked” to learn 
their animals were so far from 
home. 
Since March 31, the livestock toll 
has risen sharply.

while calving and a calf was so 
injured it died.

Free Fire Service 
Ends In Larkspur 


Larkspur's Volunteer Fire De­ 
partment—which hasn’t cost Lark­ 
spur residents one penny during 
the past 47 years—obtained its 
first subsidy from the city last 
night. 
Councilmen unanimously voted 
to hire the fire department’s two 
paid employees as temporary city 
employees at the present salary 
rate, effective today. The transfer­ 
ring of Fire Chief John Raggio 
and Asst. Chief George Bartram 
to the city payroll amounts to a 
subsidy of approximately $9,000 
per year. 
Decision to ask the city for fi­ 
nancial support came from the 
volunteer firemen’s organization, 
headed by Warren Mistron. The 
organization was faced with pro­ 
viding Larkspur with fire protec­ 
tion services at a cost of about 


$22,000 per year, with the amount 
of funds gradually decreasing. 
Since the department was or­ 
ganized in 1906, funds to maintain 
the department and build the fire- 
house have been raised by holding 
summer Saturday night dances in 
the Rose Bowl, outdoor pavilion. 
A decline in attendance at the 
dances has meant a lack of funds 
available to maintain the high 
caliber of fire protection service. 
The volunteers are striving to 
increase attendance at the dances 
this summer. As an attempt to 
increase revenues, they have filed 
an application with the Board of 
Equalization for a seasonal liquor 
license. 
Until today, Larkspur’s fire de­ 
partment was the only one in Cal­ 
ifornia to offer free fire protec­ 
tion to city residents.

Laid To Bad Weather 


Odd as it seems, the extreme 
bad weather in Marin during the 
first two months of 1956 was cred­ 
ited as the reason there were no 
fatal traffic accidents in the coun­ 
ty during that time. 
“The accidents are happening 
during good weather when the 
roads and highways are in good 
condition,” Capt. T. F. Par now, 
commanding officer of the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol squad in 
Marin, said today. 
During corresponding periods in 
previous years, Marin had four 
traffic deaths in 1955, two deaths 
in 1954. three deaths in 1953 and 
seven deaths in 1952. 
“It is ridiculous,” Parnow ob­ 
served. “You’d think there’d be 
more accidents in bad weather.

the same care and courtesy they 
do in bad weather. 
“We had an encouraging de­ 
crease in injury and fatal acci­ 
dents during the bad weather,” 
Parnow continued. “But early in 
February, when we had some good 
weather, people started to drive 
with reckless abandon and there 
was a sharp increase in accidents.” 
He said there has also been an 
increase in drunk driving, both 
misdemeanor and felony. (Felony 
drunk driving involves an accident 
in which someone is injured or 
killed.) 
But despite Marin’s "clean” rec­ 
ord so far this year, Parnow said 
there is an element of luck in­ 
volved. He cited the instance on 
Feb. 11 when 21-year-old airman 
Luther Fletcher of Hamilton Air 
Force Base escaped death as he 
was thrown from his car, then run 
over by another on Highway 101 
near Black Point cutoff. Fletcher 
was seriously injured. 
While there is more traffic on 
the highways this year compared 
with last year, the accident picture 
does not follow the expected pat­ 
tern, despite the fact that the in­ 
crease in traffic was accompanied 
by an increase in the total num­ 
ber of accidents. 
Four were killed in four acci­ 
dents during last year’s first two 
months, but there have been no 
fatalities during the same period 
this year. 
This year, 117 persons were hurt

He was off and running. 
And. as widely anticipated, his 
health already was becoming an 
issue of the fast-developing cam­ 
paign. 
Democrats challenged the Presi­ 
dent’s own estimate of his physical 
capabilities, 
and asked whether 
the country 
wanted 
what they 
termed a “ part-time President.” 
HALL RETORTS 
From GOP Chairman Leonard 
Hall came the retort that Eisen­ 
hower has been “a full-time Presi­ 
dent.” 
Developments 
came thick and 
fast on this first day after Eisen­ 
hower announced his big decision 
and went on nationwide TV-radio 
networks to put his case

Development of a 
artificial heart valve

Brusatori Files To Oppose 


Freitas For Judgeship 


Judge N. Charles Brusatori of 
Marin Municipal Court today filed 
his candidacy for the recently 
created Department 3 of Marin 
Superior Court. He will oppose 
Judge Carlos R. Freitas, appointed 
by Gov. Goodwin J. Knight last 
year, and who filed yesterday. 


Judicial background of the new 
candidate includes appointment as 
judge of San Rafael Justice Court 
in 1944 to fill the unexpired term 
of the late Herbert De La Mon- 
tanya.

“I may possibly be a greater 
risk than is the normal person of 
my age (65),” he said with some­ 
thing of a grimace, “but my doc­ 
tors assure me th at this increased 
percentage of risk is not great." 
"As of 1*its moment," be eaid, 
"there la not the slightest doubt 
that I can now perform, ae well 
as I ever have, all of the impor­ 
tant duties of the presidency. This 
I say because I am actually doing 
so and have been doing so for 
many weeks." 
HE’S CONFIDENT 
Asserting he Is personally confi­ 
dent he can carry the dgtiea of 
the presidency “Indefinitely,” he 
said medical men have told him 
that “adverse effects on my health 
will be less in the presidency than

San Rafael's Board of Educa­ 
tion Tuesday night issued a call 
for bids on the John MacPhail 
Elementary School to be located in 
Gallinas Village. 
Bid opening for the school, which 
will cost an estimated $275,000, 
was set for March 27, with com­ 
pletion of the structure estimated 
for some time next fall. It will 
include 12 classrooms, a kinder­ 
garten and an administrative uni;. 
The school will be named for

Russ Seized As Spy 
TEHRAN, Iran (U.FO—Iran an­ 
nounced the arrest of a Soviet 
diplomat today on spy charges and 
ordered him expelled from the 
country Immediately In the first 
major, open case of Russian es­ 
pionage In Iran. 
The Russian was Maj. Anatolie 
Iranovitch Kuznetzov, the Soviet 
assistant military attache. He was 
arrested in the act of receiving 
secret documents from an Iranian 
officer who faces death before a 
firing squad for his role. 
Although the government de­ 
manded Kuzngtzov be expelled im­ 
mediately, the Iranian Foreign 
Ministry asked that’ diplomatic 
Immunity be waived so he could 
be brought to trial. The Russians 
protested immediately and strong­ 
ly- 
Iran officials said Kuznetzov was 
arrested while receiving military 
secrets last night in a dark, quiet 
street corner in the northern part 
of Tehran. Arrested with him was 
Hussein Rejaei Tehranl, a Persian 
air force officer who was charged 
with espionage.

SAN FRANCISCO (U.R) — The 
first atomic power plant to be 
built by private industry will be 
feeding electricity to homes in 
Northern California sometime next 
year, 
General Electric Co. announced 
yesterday it u.ll build an atomic 
generator at its new 1,658-acre lab­ 
oratory site in the Livermore- 
Pleasanton area of Alameda Coun­ 
ty. 
The generator is expected to 
produce as much as 5.000 kilo­ 
watts, enough power for a city of 
15,000. 
General Electric will sell the 
electricity to Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Co., which will feed it into its 
regular network. 
The atomic plant actually is be­ 
ing established for research pur­ 
poses. Sale of the power will help 
G.E. defray the cost of research. 
In addition, the atomic plant 
will serve as a pilot for a larger 
plant to go into operation near 
Chicago in 1960. 
Steam 
to 
generate 
electrical 


power will come from an experi­ 
mental nuclear reactor, which will 
be part of the Pleasanton labora­ 
tory. PG&E will operate and pro­ 
vide the turbine generator. 
The reactor from which the 
steam will be drawn will be fueled 
at first by uranium 235, the fa­ 
miliar content of the standard ! 
atomic bomb. Later, the reactor j 
will use partially enriched uranium j 
dioxide, a cheaper type of fuel. 


Atomically produced electricity 
has been used previously In at 
least two 
communities in 
the i 
United States, West Melton, N.Y., 
and Idaho Falls, Ida. In both 
cases, the atomic energy was pro­ 
duced with federal financing. Rus­ 
sia also has used atomic electric 
power In local power networks, but 
this, too, was government financed. 


Francis K. McCune, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of G.E. atomic 
products division, said the Pleas­ 
anton plant “is an Important step 
forward” toward meeting Amer­ 
ica’s power needs in the next 10 
years.

writing,” s a i d A l a n S e a r l e , 
Maugham’s secretary for 26 years. 
Searle confided that Maugham has 
forsaken fiction for the leisurely 
composition of an anthology of 
essays. 
“ And he’s an enormous read­ 
er,” Searle went on. “He reads all 
the young writers he can.” 
Among younger American w rit­ 


ers, Maugham has kind words for 
Tennessee W illiam s, Arthur M iller 
and Truman Capote.

A zoning change that would re­ 
quire off street parking and load­ 
ing zones in manufacturing areaa 
of San Rafael south of Second 
street and along Francisco boule­ 
vard won the approval of the 
planning commission T u e s d a y 
night.

Several weeks ago the supervis­ 
ors referred the m atter to the 
county auditor, asking recommen­ 
dations as to purchase of the fur­ 
niture. From the auditor’s report, 
received Tuesday, the question was 
reduced to two principal alterna­ 
tives—'whether to purchase steel 
equipment which is currently be­ 
ing rented for use in the welfare 
department, or to buy prison prod­ 
ucts, which are made of wood. 
A representative of Correctional 
Industries pointed out to the board 
that prison products are made by 
a tax-supported institution and are 
available for sale only to tax-sup­ 
ported institutions 
or 
agencies. 
Further, he indicated, the manu­ 
facture of prison products is an 
important part of rehabilitation 
work carried on for prison in­ 
mates, and public bodies are sup­ 
porting these activities when they 
purchase such products. 
This argument led supervisors to 
the decision to purchase prison- 
made desks, outweighing the fact 
that the county has an accumulat­ 
ed rental bill of $48 per desk on 
the present furniture, which would 
apply against purchase price if 
these desks were bought.

Planners Approve 
2 Zoning Changes 


Zoning amendments to permit 
certain flashing signs and home 
occupations in San Rafael were 
approved by the city planning 
commission Tuesday night. The 
proposed changes are scheduled to 
go to the city council Monday 
night for approval. 
The proposed change would al­ 
low flashing neon signs in general 
commercial 
and 
manufacturing 
districts as long as they are at 
least 400 feet from any residential 
district. At present, city laws per­ 
m it no flashing signs, and many 
signs on Francisco boulevard and 
the Miracle Mile are technically 
illegal. The change would bring 
most of these signs in conform­ 
ance with the law. 
A similar situation exists in

The change in the zoning ordin­ 
ance would permit certain home 
occupations in residential areas as 
long as there is no external evi­ 
dence of such occupations and no 
employees are hired.

Army Installing Two New Nike Batteries 
For Defense Of San Francisco Bay Area 


Two additional segments of the 
Bay Area defense ring are now 
under construction, according to 
the Bay Area Antiaircraft De­ 
fense Command at Ft. Barry. The 
antiaircraft 
headquarters 
a n ­ 
nounced that new Nike guided 
missile installations w ill be added 
as part of the Arm y’s program of 
expansion in the field of elec­ 
tronically 
controlled 
surface-to- 
air missile protection for major 
metropolitan areas. 
New sites are located at opposite 
ends of San Francisco Bay. One 
of the Nike batteries is situated 
south of the San Mateo Bridge, 
the

nounced. The other installation 


w ill be constructed on a hillside 
in the area east of San Pablo. 
Work on the sites was begun 
last month; however, procurement 
of the property for the units and 
construction surveys were started 
many months ago.

It is estimated that it w ill take 
six months to complete the com­ 
plex structures.

Necessity 01 
Rapid Transit 


Here Stressed 


If rapid transit is not undertak­ 
en, Marin would require seven six- 
lane freeways to meet the needs 
of 
expanding 
vc^cular 
traffic. 
This was the conclusion disclosed 
last night by John C. Beckett, 
Kentfield electrical engineer and 
secretary of the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit Commission. 
Beckett, in a speech before the 
Marin County Council of Mayors 
at the Mill Valley Municipal Golf 
Clubhouse, said rapid transit, pri­ 
marily a “commuter service,” would 
be 
equal 
in 
passenger-carrying 
capacity to Highway 101 and six 
more roads like it. There is neither 
the room for those six additional 
highways, he said, nor money to 
pay for them—thus rapid transit 
is a necessity and “not just a pipe 
dream.” 
“There is no alternative unless 
you want to stick your head in 
the sand and see what happens.” 
With a single rapid transit fa­ 
cility in Marin, Beckett said, one 
six-lane freeway would be enough 
to carry motor traffic. He pointed 
out that rapid transit would be a 
commuter 
service 
since 
studies 
have proved there are two peak 
hours for traffic on Highway 101 
—in the morning hours and late in 
the afternoon. Not much traffic is 
experienced in between. 
He indicated that while Pacific 
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Needs Better Roads, Rapid Transit

Greyhound says it cannot afford 
to continue bus service under such 
a peak-hour situation—the many 
drivers required for duty during 
peak hours must be paid for a 


full day’s work although they are 
idle in mid-day hours—the situa­ 
tion would be no problem to a 
rapid transit system which operat­ 
ed on an automatic electrical sys­ 
tem. 


Better highways and rapid trans­ 
it are needed to handle the move­ 
ment of persons in Marin and the 
other eight counties of the Bay 
Area, four speakers told the Asso­ 
ciated 
Chambers 
of 
Commerce 
Tuesday night. 
The four were Sen. Jack McCar­ 
thy, T. Fred Bagshaw, special as- 
istant to the state director of pub­ 
lic works, and Bay Area Rapid 
Transit Commissioners George Go- 
heen and John C. Beckett. 
Bagshaw opened the speechmak- 
ing, He urged Marin County to do 
more on its own county road im­ 
provement. “The Legislature has 
been looking at what the counties 
are doing for themselves before 
making up its mind what state aid 
should be given,” he indicated. “I 
have felt for many years that the 
people of Marin would support a 
bond issue for roads if it was care­ 
fully prepared for equitable treat­ 
ment of all parts of the county.” 
(His remarks came Just a few 
hours after the board of super­ 
visors had passed a resolution plac­ 
ing a seven-and - a - half - million 
dollar bond issue for roads on the 
November ballot. 
The speaker, 
Just back from a trip to Los An­ 
geles, had not heard of the super­ 
visors’ action.) 
Bagshaw 
declared 
a 
two-day 
meeting in Los Angeles on storm 
damage to the state’s roads and 
highways had brought an appar­ 
ent agreement by Southland legis­ 
lators that the floods were "a 


statewide 
catastrophe” and not 
merely of local consideration. He : 
received the impression that South- ! 
ern California legislators would be 
willing to support a relief bill. 
Total damage to streets, high­ 
ways and bridges will come to 
about 44 million dollars, he indi­ 
cated. Possibly the federal govern­ 
ment will assume 10 million dollars 
of this amount and the state may 
carry the rest. 


“There was a definite indication, 
there is no intention of harming 
the 
present 
highway 
program, 
either on tKa state or local level, 
to pay for the flood damage,” Bag­ 
shaw declared. Just how the funds 
will be raised, however, has not 
been determined but will be up to 
the Legislature to decide, he point­ 
ed out. 


WILL BENEFIT MARIN 
George T. McCoy, state engineer, 
has just returned from a trip to 
Washington, D C., the speaker con­ 
tinued. He received the impres­ 
sion the federal highways bill will 
be passed by Congress perhaps as 
early as April. Such a bill would 
“almost 
overnight 
double 
the 
state’s highway program.” Although 


Marin has no federal highway, it 
will benefit from the federal aid 
because so much federal money 
will free state funds for projects 
such as those in Marin. 
Bagshaw also reviewed the coun­ 
ty's highway construction program 
now under way and planned, say­ 
ing that public hearings may be 
held soon on making Highway 101 
a freeway from Ignacio through 
Novato. He said, however, he did 
not know whether a bypass road 
or an averhead viaduct is planned 
to take the freeway through that 
community. 


Goheen and Beckett both dis­ 
cussed the recently completed en­ 
gineering report of the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit Commission, which 
calls for a rapid transit system, 
first phase of which will cost $716,- 
500,000. 
(goheen pointed out it is de­ 
signed to “take off of the high­ 
ways sufficient people and cars 
to permit those who must use the 
highways to have effective free­ 
ways.” He said the total cost is 
not “nearly as m uch” as the cost 
of auto operation today. 
Beckett also stressed this point. 


He said cost of the installation 
would be about $5.000 per rider 
“or the cost of a Cadillac for ev­ 
eryone. But compare this with the 
cost of parking alone in San Fran­ 
cisco. New garages there are cost­ 
ing $3,800 per stall just to park 
one car. And that doesn’t take in­ 
to account the cost of the car, gas, 
oil, tires, or the freeways needed 
to get the car there.” 
Beckett said proposed division 
of financial responsibility for cost 
of the system would have to await 
the report of Stanford Research 
Institute, due to be made public 
this month. He pointed out that 
cost of the Marin line would be 
120 million dollars. 
Of this, 40 
million would be for the downtown 
station and subways, stops and 
elevated sections in San Francis­ 
co, where city residents would use 
them. Sixteen million would be for 
crossing the Golden Gate Bridge, 
and 64 million for Marin opera­ 
tions. 
ASKS SPECIAL SESSION 
Senat<fr McCarthy reported his 
interim committee on transit had 
asked the governor to call a special 
session on rapid transit but that 
the governor could not possibly 
have officially received the request 
when he declared on Tuesday he 
would not take that action if he 
“had to make up his mind right 
now.” 
The senator also declared that

Tiburon-San Francisco Bridge Is 
feasible (he would not comment on 
the proposed second crossing of the 
Golden G ate); that Marin still has 
many highway deficiencies, but 
that 
the county is “doing all 
right;” that he favors flood dam­ 
age aid, but doubts it will come 
from an increased gas tax. 
The sparcely attended meeting 
in Rancho Rafael, presided over 
by President Fred Babo, passed a 
resolution urging Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight to put transit on the spe­ 
cial session call and also to allow

Greenbrae to the new San Rafael- 
Richmond Bridge, to be put in the 
state highway system. The associ­ 
ation also urged all county cham­

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Von Rotz Resignation Is 
Loss To Marin County 


T he resignation of A. Von Rotz as chair­ 
man of the Marin County Planning Com­ 
mission is the people’s loss. 
During his 13 years of service on the com­ 
mission he established a iirm reputation for 
“calling ’em as he saw ’em.” 
W hether or not a real estate developer 
and /or a building contractor should serve 
on the planning commission has always been 
a subject of debate. Some believe that their 
special knowledge would l>e beneficial in 
the handling of techtii< a 1 planning matters. 
Others believe that real estate men and 
builders would tend to favor their fellow 
real estate men and builders or perhaps be 
unfair to their competitors. 
Certainlv these accusations could never be 
lodged against Von Rotz. He sometimes led 
the commission in a vote against the busi­ 
ness interests of some of his best friends. 


And these friends console themselves in the 
knowledge that at least Von Rotz had voted 
according to his beliefs and convictions, even 
when it hurt. 


In the handling of commission affairs, Von 
Rotz brought a practical view of bttilding 
and developing problems, acquired during 
his more than 35 years activity in the build­ 
ing field in Marin. 
It is this practical view, 
we fear, that may be most missed after his 
retirement from the planning board. 


Selecting a fitting successor will be no easy 
job for the Board of Supervisors. 
And his parting words should be heeded: 


" There if sttll rnmh planning work 
to be done. In many ways we are 25 
years behind the fimes. IT e should be 
planning for 25 years ahead." 


Pope Observes 80th Birthday 


His Holiness, Pius XII, becomes 80 years 
old Friday. 
It was on his 03rd birthday, 
Match 2, 1939, that he was elected Pope. His 
coronation was held ten days later. 
As His Holiness celebrates his 80th birth­ 
day and the 17th year of his reign, the Presi­ 
dent of the United States no longer has a 
personal representative in Rome accredited 
to the Vatican. T h e late President Roosevelt 
named Myron C. Taylor, Episcopalian, in 
that capacity in December 1939, several 
months after the outbreak of war in Europe. 
T h e President explained that the step did 
not constitute in any wav the opening of 
formal diplomatic relations. Mr. Taylor had 
the rank but not the powers of an ambas­ 
sador, paid his own expenses, lived in his 
private residence in Rome. Expenses of his 
mission, however, were defrayed by the U.S. 
Government.

l ite appointment of Mr. lavlnr was not 
paralleled by the naming of a Papal repre­ 
sentative accredited to the U.S. Government 
at Washington. T h e Vatican has an apos­ 
tolic delegate in W ashington (for 23 years 
it has been the Most Rev. Amleto G. ( icog- 
nani), but he is not accredited to the Gov­ 
ernment and has no official diplomatic 
standing with the State Department. . 


Mr. Taylor returned to the Unites! States 


after the death of President Roosevelt and 


the end of the war in Europe in 1945, but in 


1945 went back to Rome as the personal rep­ 


resentative of President Trum an. Mr. T ru ­ 
man explained that the Taylor mission was 
still needed in the interest of establishing a 
lasting peace. No successor to Mr. Taylor 
was named after he resigned in January 
1950.

San Luis site provided integra­ 
tion with Feather River is accom ­ 
plished.

The plan does not contem plate 
taking away all of the acquisi­ 
tion funds, but leaving the di­ 
vision approxim ately w hat it is 
spending for acquisitions at the 
present time. 
Thus, the governor’s program 
W'ill release m illions of dollars 
for water conservation, to which 
would be added more millions in 
the event the courts finally de­ 
cide w hat the state should re­ 
ceive from the Long Beach oil 
revenue now tied up in litigation. 


AS A RESULT of the gover­ 
nor’s announcem ent, it is antici­

W ASHINGTON — The gather­ 
ing judgm ent of m any who are 
close to the facts is that our Asian 
foreign aid program needs to be 
radically and 
resolutely 
re-ex­ 
amined. 
T his 
judgment—that 
things 
aren’t going right with the free 
nations in Asia and that we bet­ 
ter face up to it before it is too 
late—reaches to 
three 
specific 
conclusions: 
T hat the 
attem pt 
to 
cause 
those Asian nations which want 
to rem ain neutral 
to 
abandon 
their neutrality as the price of 
American aid simply isn t work­ 
ing, that it is a bankrupt con­ 
cept which is helping nobody but 
the Soviets. 
T hat U.S. public opinion has 
become so disillusioned and im ­ 
patient with our aid program as 
it is currently expounded that 
Congress is at the point of chop­ 
ping it down at the very time 
when Moscow is beginning to of­ 
fer trade and aid. 
T hat 
w hat 
is 
imperatively 
needed is a whole new concept 
of our relationship to these new ­ 
born nations of Southeast Asia 
and, indeed, the Middle East— 
a concept which will make bet­ 
ter sense to the American people 
and 
a relationship which will 
lift Itself beyond the narrow lim ­ 
its of paper m ilitary pacts. 


I ADMIT THAT It is easier to 
criticize th an it is 
to 
correct, 
th a t it is 
easier 
to 
enunciate 
there generalities than to come 
up w ith a constructive proposal. 
I do believe that men like Paul 
G. Hoffm an, John Cowles and 
now J. D. Zellerbach, chairm an

SACRAMENTO (JP) — Complete 
emergency hospitals—packaged In 
groups of large boxes—have been 
stored in eight N orthern California 
cities by the state Office of Civil 
Defense. 
The OC'D said 12 more packaged 
hospitals will be placed in cities 
bordering Los Angeles and other 
im portant population centers. 
Each group of packages contains 
200 beds, a power plant, water 
tanks, laboratories, supply rooms 
and other necessary facilities. 
The OCD said the packages, 
coming to 13 tons for each hos­ 
pital, are capable of being loaded 
on trucks and rushed to any area 
hit by enemy attack or ether dis­ 
aster, to be set up in a few hours.

Later, three more will go to Cam­ 
arillo and one to Palm Springs. 
The OCD said the hospitals, 
costing $25,000 each, were purchas­ 
ed Jointly w ith federal and state 
funds.

$109,784 To 


Marin Schools 


The first state apportionment 
for the current school year, total­ 
ing $109,784, has been received in 
M ari^ to help school districts keep 
up with rapid growth and corres­ 
ponding increase in costs. 
This amount is distributed to 
areas of japld growth in addition 
to the usual amount apportioned 
on the basis of last year’s attend­ 
ance, said Dr. W allace W . Hall, 
county superintendent of schools. 
M arin schools showed an in­ 
crease of 1,735 in average daily 
attendance over the corresponding 
period a year ago. Sixteen of the 
county’s 28 districts participate in 
this year’s growth apportionment. 
G RO W TH A PPO R T IO N M EN T 
The apportionment for growth 
Is $88,351 for elementary schools, 
$18,883 for high schools and $2,550 
for College of M arin. 


Between the opening of school 
and Dec. 31, 1955, San Rafael ele­ 
mentary schools were educating 
294 more pupils than during the 
corresponding period a year ago. 
Novato Unified D istrict had an in ­ 
crease of 319, of which 227 were 
in elementary schools and 92 In 
the new high school. Dixie elemen­ 
tary district in San Rafael showed 
a growth of 255 in average daily 
attendance.

S.F. Awaits Hotel Jamup With G O P Influx In August

SAN FR A N C ISC O (U.R) - Plan­ 
ning to stay ir San Francisco next 
August? If so, you’d better get 
your hotel reservations now or you 
may wind up sleeping in the park. 
That is, unless you’re a member 
of the official Republican family 
attending the G O P National Con­ 
vention which opens here Aug. 20. 
O fficials responsible for making 
hotel arrangements for the ex­ 
pected 30,000 to 40.000 GO P visitors 
and newsmen said there would be 
no problem. 


The hotel situation will be a bit j 
tight, of course, but nobody feels 
it w ill be necessary to lodge dele 
gates in Pullm an cars or aboard 
ships in the bay as some pessi­ 
mists predicted when San Fran­ 
cisco was chosen as the convention 
site. 
<Franklin D. R o o s e v e l t had 
headquarters aboard the battle­ 
ship New York when the Demo­ 
crats held their convention here 
in 1920, but he was assistant sec­ 
retary of the Navy then.) 


Harold M. Strong, secretary of 
San Francisco’s convention and 
visitor’s bureau, said between 9,000 
and 
10,000 
rooms already have 
been contracted for in more than 
150 hotels. 
He foresaw no trouble lining up 
the few remaining rooms needed 
for the 10,000 total guaranteed by 
the city when it made its success­ 
ful bid for the convention last 
year. 
“ The only difficulty w ill be ever 
the allotment of rooms,” Strong 


said. “ Convention headqu a r t e r s 
w ill be at the Fairm ont and Mark 
Hopkins Hotels on Nob H ill, and 
everyone is going to want to stay 
at one or the other." 
T hat’s 
not 
Strong’s 
problem, 
however. It belongs to Ted Dalton 
of Radford, Va., chairm an of the 
convention’s housing committee. 
Actually, the hotels lose money 
on a big convention such as the 
G O P jamboree, Strong said. 
During a normal tourist season ! 
they are 99 per cent full. But when 


they contract to have a block of 
rooms ready at a certain time it 
means 
that 
many 
rooms 
stay 
empty for several days before the 
deadline because the management 
can t accept any long-term guests. 
Nor can it force paying guests to 
leave against their will. 
And when the convention ends, 
the hotel is suddenly left with a 
flock of empty rooms which take 
several days to fill up again. 
It w ill be more profitable for the 
huge Cow Palace where the con­ 


vention meetings will be held. The | 
state-owned building w ill cost the 1 
Republicans $1,U00 a day for rent 
alone. The management also has 
reserved all food and drink conces­ 
sions (no liquor). 
The Cow Palace, built by the 
W PA In the late 1930’s, it note­ 
worthy for both its name and size. 
Its name is a controversial topic 
in newspaper letters-to-the-editor 
columns. Some San Franciscans 
think it undignified. It was cofriecT 
many years a#c by a brevity- 


minded reporter who rebelled at 
writing “The Grand National Live­ 
stock Exposition Building of the 
No. 1-A District Agricultural As­ 
sociation.” 
As for size, the management 
says the huge Quonset-like struc­ 
ture could lose Madison Square 
Garden 
inside. 
Hard-top 
auto 
races were run there last year, 
marking the first time they had 
been held indoors anywhere. 
About 17,000 seats w ill be avail­ 
able for the convention and there­ 


in lies a big headache for the 
management. Apparently all tick­ 
ets for the individual sessions w ill 
go to the various delegations for 
re-distribution. 
The Cow Palace, which, inci­ 
dentally, is a few feet outside th« 
south city limits, is situated in 
Visitación Valley in the path of 
cool ocean breezes. 
The clim at« 
factor found favor with President 
Eisenhower and other G O P vet­ 
erans who sweltered at the Chi­ 
cago convention four years ago.

Representatives of M arin Coun­ 
ty Hospital Council w ill attend 
next 
Tuesday’s meeting 
of the 
board of supervisors to 
try to 
straighten out the confused situa­ 
tion regarding hospital care for 
M arin’s emergency and indigent 
cases. 


The council, made up of rep­ 
resentatives of Ross General, M a­ 
rin General and San Rafael Gen­ 
eral Hospitals and the county hos­ 
pital and farm, met yesterday at 
the county farm to discuss the 
situation. 


At present the hospitals have a 
contract with the county to fur­ 
nish indigent care, and the county 
guarantees the first 24 hours of 
emergency care. The contract ex­ 
pires April 13. However, notifica­ 
tion of term ination or amendment 
of the contract must be made a 
month in advance of expiration; 
that’s M arch 13, less than two 
weeks away. 


PRO PO SED C H A N G ES 
A number of points iQ the con­ 
tract proved unsatisfactory to the 
hospitals. 
They 
made 
proposed 
changes in the contract. Before 
presenting them to the supervis­ 
ors, howevei*. they met with the 
county’s health department, wel­ 
fare department, auditor’s repre­ 
sentative and county physician. 
They presented the proposals and 
asked the departments to consider 
them. A second meeting was agreed 
upon. 


B u t the 
second meeting was 
postponed by the county agencies 
Apparently feeling some of the de­ 
cisions were more policy than ad­ 
m inistrative, they took the hos­ 
pitals’ proposals to the supervisors 
without 
hospital 
representatives 
being present. At the same time, 
they proposed a new system for 
hospital care. This would be to 
advertise for bids for one hospital 
to furnish 10 beds at all times for 
county cases, whether they were 
occupied or not.

A t the same time W illiam Weeks, 
adm inistrator of M arin General 
Hospital, revealed his hospital must 
by law cancel its contract with the 
county because it provides for a 
lesser bed rate than the general 
public pays. A new law prohibits 
a district hospital from providing 
bed care for anyone at less than 
the public pays. 


The council decided to appear 
before the board and form ally pre­ 
sent its proposals just as if none 
of the other things had happened 
as there has been no formal pre­ 
sentation from either side. 


Tuesday, the spokesmen for the 
hospitals w ill be Dr. John C. Sie­ 
mens, council chairm an; John K 
Taylor, secretary - treasurer, and 
Hugh Allen, council attorney.

INCOME TAX FACTS 


Expenses Deductible 


By Outside Salesmen

penses from your income to arrive 
at your adjusted gross income, and 
also take the standard deduction 
as 
well.

payer, if such trade or business 
consists of the performance of 
services by the taxpayer as an 
employee and if such trade or bus­ 
iness is to solicit, away from the 
employer’s 
place 
of 
business, 
business for the employer. 
Expenses which are ordinary 
and necessary expenses paid or in­ 
curred during the taxable year in 
carrying or; a trade or business as 
an “outside salesman” will be de­ 
ductible in arriving at adjusted 
gross income. An “outside sales­ 
man” is an individual who is a 
full-time 
salesman who solicits 
business away from his employer’s 
place of business. It does ro t in ­ 
clude a salesman, a principal part 
of whose activities consists of ser­ 
vice and delivery. Thus, a bread 
driver-salesman or a milk driver- 
salesman would not be included 
within the definition. 
Also not 
within the definition are salesmen 
whose principal activities consist 
of selling at the employer’s place 
of business but who Incidentally 
make 
outside 
calls 
and 
sales. 
(These salesmen are eligible, how­ 
ever, for a deduction of transpor­ 


tation expenses.) Outside salesmen 
who have incidental activities at 
the employer’s place of business, 
such as writing up and transm it­ 
ting orders, spending short periods 
at the employer’s place of business 
to make or receive telephone calls, 
will still be eligible for the deduc­ 
tion allowed to “outside salesmen." 
A 
full-time 
“outside 
salesman” 
may deduct such expenses as those 
for telephone and telegraph, sec­ 
retarial help, and entertainment, 
as well as his transportation costs. 
These 
expenses 
are 
deducted 
from your wages before 
entering 
the wages on page one of the tax 
return. 
Itemize these deductions and 
make the computation on a sep­ 
arate sheet of paper and attach it 
to your tax return so that Uncle 
Sam will know exactly what you 
are doing. The Internal Revenue 
Service has form 2106 available for 
this purpose.

Boss Defends 


Big AF Outlay 


’ TRAVIS 
AIR FORCE 
BASE, 
Calif. (U.R)—It costs about $1,500 
to keep a B-36 bomber in the air 
for an hour and $900 to fly an 
F-86D Sabre Jet for 60 minutes. 
“But it’s worth every penny of 
it,” Brig. Gen. Alfred F. Kalberer, 
commander of the Strategic Air 
Command’s 
14th 
Division 
here, 
said. “This money is an invest­ 
ment in the security of America. 
We can’t afford not to spend it.” 
“I don’t want to do any un­ 
necessary ruffling of feathers,” 
Kalberer said. “But the people 
who complain about the money 
the Air Force spends simply do 
not understand the absolute neces­ 
sity of what we’re doing.” 
The 
hard-driving, 
48-year-old 
officer, who first entered the old 
Army Air Corps as a flying cadet 
in 1927, said the biggest problem 
he and other base commanders 
face is securing an adequate bud­ 
get. 
But Kalberer said if it takes 
$30,000 to carry out a practice 
B-36 bombing mission, as one re­ 
cent and typical exercise was esti­ 
mated to cost, “we’re still getting 
a tremendous value.” 
“If a war should break out to­ 
morrow any one of our B-36 crews 
would be capable of flying direct­ 
ly to any enemy target in the 
world,” he said. 
“But it’s only 
through 
constant 
training 
and 
practice that they’re able to keep 
in such peak condition.” 
Kalberer’s command 
embraces 
one of the most varied in the 
Air Force. Primarily, Travis is a 
Strategic Air Command base dedi­ 
cated to instant retaliation in the 
event of w ar. The fifth wing in 
Kalberer’s 14th division comprises 
three strategic bombing squad­ 
rons, the 72nd, 31st and 23rd. 
But this busy installation also 
houses the Air Defense Command's 
82nd fighter interceptor jet squad­ 
ron. an anti-aircraft battalion, and 
a bustling military air transport 
service terminal which shuttles 
1,000 passengers a day between 
here, the Pacific and the Far East. 
The overall picture at Travis is 
one of men and women going 
places in a hurry doing things 
vital to the nation’s security. 
Theirs is a peacetime mission 
now, 
but 
a 
wooden 
signboard 
outside the 72nd bomoing squadron 
headquarters serves as a mute 
reminder of a tragic past. 
“Pearl Harbor, 
New Hebrides, 
Solomons.” the sign reads. “Ad­ 
miralty, Dutch New Guinea, Phil­ 
ippines.” 
Travis exists for the sole pur­ 
pose of seeing to it that if another 
war should break out there never 
will be a sign board on an enemy 
base reading: 
“New York, Omaha, San Fran­ 
cisco.”
